Prices did more than not decline—they soared 
until at the close of the day there were re- 
ported in conspicuous stocks such net ad- 
vances as 11 points each in Baltimore and 
Ohio and Burlington, 14 points in Consolidat- 
ed Gas, 16 points in Lackawanna, 17 in St. 
Paul, and 22 in Union Pacific. 


Not One. Check 


More, not a single Stock Exchange house 
was forced to close its doors or to suspend 
business. Every clearing-house sheet went 
through, al] settlements were made, and not 
a check was dishonored. Even the busy 
tongue of rumor was forced to cease its wag- 
ging in respect to houses about which on the 
day previous there had been suggestions that 
financial difficulties impended. The panic 
clearly was over. 

At rvelous exhibition of strength, 
, even, than had been expected 
or hoped. That in a Stock Kxchanzge mem- + 


to the wall as a result of the great collapse 
in prices was scarcely to be believed.‘ In the 
crash of black Friday a score of houses went 
down, and at once so general and so great 
was the havoc wrought that the Stock Ex- 
change was forced to close for several days. 
In each of the lesser and later panics ruin 
came upon one or more establishments. 


Great Panic WitHout a Failure. 

And yet, in this last and greatest of all 
panics, the day succeeding it was marked 
by not a single Stock Exchange failure. 

It is true that other days are to come, 
that some certain settlements have yet to 
be made, that all danger is not past. But it 
certainly is encouraging that the gambling 
instinct uppermost, brokers on the floor of 
the exchange today were offering to wager 
that there would be no failures. Incidental- 
ly, it may be said that were inside de- 
velopments to be disclosed, it would be found 
that some of the larger houses in the finan- 
cial district are, in the Wall street vernacu- 
lar, “‘ bridging over some of the weaker 
institutions for such time as these latter 
may need it. Wall street, contrary to her 
popular idea, is not without philanthropy. 


Reasons for Quick Recovery. 
As for reasons for téday's advances, they 
‘niay briefy be summed up. First and fore- 
most was the effectual breakihg of the North- 
ern Pacific corner, which was evidenced 
at the market opening by a drop of 175 points 
in the stock, to 150, the price at whi¢h settle- 
ment with the shorts had been made. 
Then there was the authoritative announce- 
ment that loans made on Thursday by the 
bankers’ pool would not be called during the 
day, and that the low rate of interest would 
be maintained. And, lastly, there came, just 
after the market opening, the official state- 
ment that all the clearing-house settlements 

had been satisfactorily and fully made. 

Yet, while the street breathed more easily 
because of the break in the Northern Pacific 
corner, it relented not one whit in its attitude 
of antagonism toward the interests responsi- 
ble fot the corner—for the panic. Rather, 
when it was disclosed that the break of the 
„corner had not been voluntarily brought 
about, but had come under compulsion, be- 
cause of a restraining order obtained in the 
courts, bitter and more bitter were the’ in- 
vectives directed against the financial powers 
who, through their fight for control of the 
railroad property, had brought about the in- 
tolerable situation. 


Little to Recall the 
At the opening the market naturally was 
feverish, but there was no trace of panic con- 
ditions, and there was that in the atmos- 
phere which seemed to convince’ everybody 
that the worst was over. There was an 
average advance of about two points all 
| through the list of stocks. Missouri Pacific 
was exceptionally strong, opening five points 
higher than it closed on Thursday night, and 
in a short time it made a further advance 
of more than two points. Union Pacific com- 
mon was up five points at the opening, then: 
lost about all it had gained, and finally 
steadied about 11 o’clock to a figure two 
points above Thursday's closing. 

Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé common 
opened 3% points higher and the preferred

Race to Shore for Life. 

The alarm sounded through the steamer 
at once, but the flames spread so rapidly 
that there was no time to launch the boats 
or the life rafts. 

Captain Foley saw that the only chance 
of saving the lives of his oie ce was 
in beaching the steamer. 

The steamer was then ‘nearly three miles 
from shore, but all steam was crowded on 
and the vessel began the race against death. 
The crew, it is stated in the telephone mes- 
sage received here, stuck to their posts 
bravely and their coolness did much to quiet 
the panic-stricken passengers, who crowd- 
ed the upper deck, waiting for the instant 
the boat reached the shore. 


Fails to Reach Shore. 
Captain Foley tried to make the mouth of 
the Portage Ship Canal, but as he ap- 
proached land his steamer was burning from 
stem to stern.. Accordingly he headed direct 
for share near Red Ridge, south of the canal. 
burning steamer, ‘unfortunately, 
grounded 1,000.feet from shore. By this time 
the fire was so flerce that to remain an in- 
stant longer meant certain death. 

The word was passed along and everybody, 
men, women, and children, sprang into the 


lake. 
Four Women Drown. 

It was here that the four women passen- 
gers lost their lives: They all belonged to one 
family of the name of Altman, and were on 
their way from Duluth to Laurium, where 
Mr. Altman was whiting for them. The four 
included Mrs. Altman, her mother, and her 
two daughters. All were drowned while 
trying-to reach the shore after jumping into 
the water from the burning steamer. An- 
other daughter, a little girl, was sa ved. 

Tugs to the Rescue. 

As soon as the burning steamer was sighted 
the tugs Muriel, Meldrum, and Fred A. Lee= 
the latter carrying a life-saving crew—started 
to the rescue, 

At 10 o’clock the Muriel returned to the 
canal with twenty members of the crew and 
the surviving passengers. 

The life saving crew reached the canal? 
an hour later with the bodies of the four 


women.

| In a Gold ‘Mine Scheme. 

Mr. Berlizheimer told the police he had be- 
come acquainted with Dubois a week ago 
through an advertisement in which Dubois 
offered a profit of $6,000 on an investment of 
$2,000 

Instead of answering by letter Dubois 
called at Berlizheimer’s La Salle avenue res- 
idence and unfolded his scheme. He said he 
was a stranger in Chicago and needed a per- 
son of standing and responsibjlity to carry 
his plan through. According to his story, he 
Kad a brother who was confidential clerk for 
} Bogie & Co., stock brokers, in Denver, Colo. 
His brother had informed him that Bogie & 
Co. had 
Basil Duke mine. The discovery: 
kept a great setret by the firm, which wanted |. 
to get control of the stock before the news of 
the find leaked out. The members had in- 
structed three Wall street brokers to pur- 
chase every possible share at 20 cents each, 
while ihe present value of the alleged stock 
was only five cents a share. 

To prove this statement Dubois, or 
„Adams, telegraphed to “Eastman & 
Shields, brokers, in Wall street, and Mr. 
Berlizheimer received numerous telegrams 
in return offering at first 14, 15, and finally 
20 cents for the stock. Dubois said the Basil 
Duke mine was owned by a Denver man, 
who, prior, to his death, had given his nephew 
40,000 shares of the stock. He said he had 
traced the nephew to Chicago, ang took Ber- 
lizheimer to 3022 Wabash avenue, where he 
introduced a man under the name ot Bar- 
rett”’ as the happy holder of the stock. 


To Make $3,500 in a Week. 

‘Mr. Berlizheimer, however, was not fully 
satisfied with all of the plans. He wanted 
the New York brokers to put up the $8,000 
in escrow in a Chicago bank and then he 
was willing to help to purchase the stock 
from Barrett.“ According to the agree- 
ment the victim was to put up $1,500 and 
Dubois $504, making the $2,000 for the 40,000 
shares. The profits were to be split with 
$2,500 for the capitalist and $3,500 for Dubois, 
who claimed he would have to divide with 
his brother. Considering that the transfer 
could be accomplished in a week, Mr. Berliz- 
heimer looked on the investment as a profit- 
able one. 

Dubois was counting on Berlisheimer as a 
“sure thing.” He had him in tow and was 
on the way to the Western Union office to 
send more telegrams when he was sighted

Tou automobiles will be employed in Chi- 
cago next Monday in the delivery of mails 
in the down-town district. If it be found 
they expedite delivery and relieve the car- 
riers of their heavy burdens an effort will be 
made to secure funds to install a permanent 
vehicle service. 

Ever since last Sunday I have had the 
hardships of the carriers in mind,” said Post · 
master Coyne. “I saw them go out on Mon- 
day morning overloaded, carrying ‘great 
clothes basketsful of mail in addition to the 
heavy sacks slung over their shoulders, Hav- 
ing accuracy, quick dispatch of the mails, 
and the welfare of the employés in mind, I 
4ecided to attempt an innovation. 

Automobiles are used in Paris and Phila- 
delphla, and I see no reason why they should 
not be tried here, Either we must employ | 
automobiles or wagons or put additional car- 
riers on the force for certain bulldings. I

Merchants Offer the Vehicles.

Some Are Kept Away.

The wnusually 
numerous calls for duty during the day dis- 
suaded others from visiting Highwood, but 
despite these a majority of the men at the 
fort made the trip during the day. Of these 
more than one-half returned to the fort 
visibly intoxicated.

United Irish league, He denounced. the 
seigure as an infringement on the liberty of 
the press and as part of a deliberate policy 
to destroy papers opposing the government. 
He added that if the paper had published a 
libelous article it should have been pros- 
ecuted according to law. : 
Continuing, Mr. Dillon said he was not 
concerned to defend the violence of the at- 


through the courts. Far more violent at- 
‘tacks on Queen Victoria had been made in 
the English papers without their being seized. 
‘The present action was a blow at the liberty 
of the press. ‘ 

William Redmond, Nationalist, seconded 
the motion, characterising the article com- 
‘plained of as a proper and patriotic attack 
on the conduct of the Chief Secretary. 


Balfour Defends the Action. 

After John Redmond had commented on 
the policy of the government’s action in 
seizing the Irish People, which would simply

Cardinal Vaughan and the Duke of Norfolk 
on his solemn oath. 

„We do not believe he attached the slight- 
est solemnity to the performance. But the 
fact remains—this old and worn out de- 
scendant of s race of scoundrels and prac- 
tical professors of hideous immorality as- 
severated that most of the sacred doctrines 
of the Catholic Church were idolatrous and 
superstitious. He has not yet recanted. He 
has not said a word to indicate that he did 


not thoroughly approve of the terms of the

Chiet O'Neill Fits Out Four of Coller-

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There was a surprise party on the streets 
last night for the professional beggars, but 
up to midnight only one guest had arrived. 
During the day Chief O'Neill had ordered 
four detectives to. disguise themselves as 
prosperous men of leisure and to spend the 
evening and a part of the night sauntering 
the street and jingling money in their pock- 
ets. He thought that the sight of these 
would act as a magnet on the touch men 
and that there would be a harvest in the 
morning. 

Hither the average beggar can recognize 
a detective who is disguised as a wealthy 
man of leisure, or the rain interfered with 
the trade. The surprise party was not weill 
attended, and one of these reasons, or both, 
are thought to have been the cause. The 
only one among those present was John 
Costello, who arrived in time to be taken to 
the Harrison Street Police Station before 
midnight.

CHARGE OF LOCAL SYSTEMS. 


Installed as President of the Chicago 
24 Central Union Companies, While 
nie Predecessor, John M. Clark, Is 

Advanced to President of the Board 


City Already Has Cheap Service~ 
Locking Over the Gren. 


Chicago's telephone girls yesterday stopped 
arguing over the respective merits of 
“naught” and “ought” long enough to 
bring themselves to a realization that they 
were working for a new man. By action 
of the Board of Directors in the morning, 
John I. Sabin of San Francisco, was installed 
as President of the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany, while John M. Clark, the retiring 
President, was made chairman of the 
board. 

Mr. Sabin arrived from San Francisco 
in the morning and announced himself as 
ready to assume his dual duties as chief 
executive of the local corporation and the 
Central Union Telephone company. One 
of his first declarations was that Chicago 
already had cheaper service than is to be 
found in most large citfes. 

“I am not prepared to make any an- 
nouncement of changes in policy for either 
company,“ said Mr. Sabin, as I have not. 
been here long enough to form any plans. 
As for any reduction in rates, it should be 
considered that the service here in Chicago 
| 4s much cheaper than in the majority of 
large cities. If any reduction be made in 
prices it probably will relate to the automatic 
telephones. We may install a number of 
five-cent machines in small stores for the 
benefit of those who cannot afford to use 
the ten-cent instruments. 

“To a certain extent the business of the 
Central Union and the Chicago Telephone 
companies will be simplified, since they are 
both under the same management. For in- 
stance, there will be but one charge, instead 
of two, when a person talks to Peoria over 
the long distance telephone. 

“As President of the Chicago Telephone 
and Central Union companies I have general 
direction of all the systems on the Pacific 
coast and in Illinois, Indiana, and Ohio, 
with the exception of the companies in 
Cleveland and Cincinnati. This does not 
mean a consolidation, as has been reported, 
but simply a single management.”

Duty on Rice an Example, 

“Thus our laws prescribe a duty of 3% 
a hundred weight on rice, while In the Phil- 
ippines this tax is placed at 17 cents. Any 
attempt to enforce the larger duty there 
would work a great hardship on the people, 
whose principal food is rice. The same 
thing would obtain with reference to other 
articles, though not in so gréat a degree 
The problem of so adjusting duttes as ta 
make them even fairly acceptable to this 
country as well as the Philippines Would be 
a most difficult task. It is the only thing we 
have to fear in connection

Sister Recognizes the Body. 

Lune McCormick, 16 years old, arrived 
soon, took one look at the little figure, and 
burst into tears. O, yes, that's our Willie,“ 
she cried. The father appeared later, and 
no doubt was left. The face was little de- 
composed, and was readily recognizable. 
The child was dressed in the check suit and 
light overcoat he wore when last seen. A 
penny his mother had given him to put in the 
contribution box at church and a Columbian 
medal were found in the pockets, with a 
knife and a few other trinkets. 

An examination was made by the Coroner’s 
surgeon and no marks of violence found. 
The family was then permitted to take the 
body home. 

Captain Titus said he believed death was 
dus to accident, but how the boy’s body could 
have got Into the creek if he fell in the river 
is a matter which will be investigated.

PRESIDENT CAUGHT IN A CROWD 
| AT SAN LUIS OBISPO, 


‘Crowds Attempt to Ascend the Steps of 


Speaking and a Jam Occurs in Which 
the Chief Executive Is in Danger 
Escap@s. Through Window. Into 
the Parlor, and ‘Gaines His Carriage 


from a Rear Entrance, 


San Luis Obispo, Cal., May 10.—President 
McKinley reached this point at dusk this. 
evening, to be welcomed by a crowd so en- 
thusiastic that for a moment his personal 
safety was in danger. The President escaped * 
injury only by the presence of mind of the 
members of the committee in charge. 
The President was driven in a flower-lined 
carriage over flower-paved streets to the 
Ramona Hotel. Ap immense crowd had as- 
sembled, and way was cleared with difficulty. 
President McKinley addressed the crowds 
m the hotel veranda, and after he had 
concluded there was a rush up the steps. 
Those in the front of the crowd endeavored 
to reach the President for a clasp of his 
hand. Those behind pushed forward, and in 
an instant a panic developed which for a 
moment threatened serious consequences. 
The small veranda was soon packed full 
of people and it was with difficulty that 
President McKinley was extricated from the 
crush. He was taken through a window into 
the hotel parlor, from whence he made his 
way to his carriage by a rear exit. 
Several members of the Presidential party 
had narrow escapes from serious injury. 


President Sees the Pacific. 

The route of the President's train from Los 
Angeles today lay through the Santa Clara 
Valley, nestling under fog-swathed moun- 
tains to the coast, where it ran for hours 
along the edge of cliffs overhanging the Pa- 
cific Ocean. 

At every stopping place today there was a 
flower show rivaling in beauty the floral 
parade which the President witnessed yes- 
terday at Los Angeles. At Ventura aad 
Santa Barbara the President was simply 
overwhelmed with flowers. The carriages 
in which he rode were lined with them and 
the streets over which he passed were paved 
with them.

THE PRIMARY LAW 


‘WISCONSIN GOVERNOR DECLINES 
HAGEMEISTER BILL. . 


In His Message to the Legislature Chief 
Executive La Follette Declares That 
the Measure Passed Was Manifestly 
Framed te Bring Reproach Upon the 
Principle of Election Reform—Calls 
It 
Veto Is Sustained. 


Madison, Wis., May 10.—[Special.]—Gov- 
ernor La Follette, who is the chief advo- 
cate of election reforms in Wisconsin and 
who made his campaign last fall upon that 
plank in the Republican platform which de- 
clared for the enactment of a primary elec- 
tion law, was today compelled to veto a law 
bearing that title. The bill from which he 
withdrew his approval was not a bonafide 
effort at giving the people of this State an 
opportunity to vote direct for party nomina- 
tions. 

The Hagemeister bill, as it was known, ap- 
plied the principle in a badly mangled form 
to county officers alone and was framed by 
the enemies of primary election, who sought 
to discredit the principle involved. The 
Governor in his message says: 

“I cannot divest myself ef the binding 
character of my official obligation, which 
forbide my sharing in the responsibility 
of giving them a law which violdted that 
obligation and is manifestly so framed as 
to bring reproach upon the principle, even 
if it were at all possible to interpret or en- 
force it.“ 

Speaking of some of the specific faults 
of the measure, the Governor says it would 
be inoperative for the reason that the Legis- 
lature: does not enact into law, but leaves 
it to a vote of the people at the spring or 
municipal election of 1902. As no election, 
either spring or municipal, + age be held in a 
number of populous distri of the State, 
among them being the City of La Crosse, he 
holds that it is unfair. 

Of the defeat of the meritorious primary 
bills and the methods used to accomplish 
it the Governor says: 

“Upon its presentation to the Legisla- 
ture an array of federal officeholders, join- 
ing with certain corporation agents and the 
representatives of the machine in the regu- 
lar legislative lobby, moved upon the Capi- 
tol, took possession of its corridors, intruded 
into the legislative halls, followed members 
to their hotels, tempted many with the lur- 
ing forms of vice, and in some instances 
brought them to the Capitol in a state of in- 
toxication to vote dgainst the bill.“ 

“Then, after having refused to pass the 
bill promised, a mockery of platform pledges 
and judicious legislation is offered in the 
form of this bill, which L am unable to ap- 
prove.“ 4 


TARIFF AIDS THE TRUSTS 


Byron Holt of New York and Edward 
Atkinson of Boston Outline Their 
Views Before Industrial Commission. 


Washington, D. C., May 10.—[{Special.}— 
Byron W. Holt, representing the Reform 
club of New York, and Edward Atkinson 
of Boston testified before the Industrial com- 
‘mission on the subject of the tariff. Both at- 
tacked the protective system. : 

The greatest of all trusts—the United 
States Steel corporation—said Mr. Holt, 
would be a Samson with his hair shorn if 
deprived of tariff protection. It migh}, be- 
cause of other special privileges, continue to 
exist without tariff protection, but it would 
probably cease to pay dividends on its com- 
mon stock, and in time would doubtless cut 
down its capitalization. 

The visible assets of the company, he said™ 
were only about $300,000,000. In other words, 
the amount of its bonds and all its stock, 
both preferred and common, was water. 

That is, the invisible assets constituted 
7 per cent of the value of the corpora- 
tion. e record of the tin plate trust, con- 
sidered by protectionists as a model tariff 
trust and a product of protection, shows that 
the company had several times advanced 
prices arbitrarily, at one time four months 
after the trust was formed, beieg then within 
one-fifth of a cent a pound of the importing 
point.

“A panic in Wall street does not mean 
that legitimate business has suddenly ceased 
to prosper, nor is the condition of mercantile 
trade and manufacture adversely affected 
by a violent fall in price of. securities. 
Throughout the entire country fundamental 
conditions were never as sound as at the 
present time, reports from nearly every city 
showing an exceptional volume of transac- 
tions, and payments proniptly met. 

Production is not overtaking demand at 
the finished steel mills, and all Pittsburg 
plants are two months behind orders, while 
ninety days is the limit at many. Although 
the expected advance in bar iron did not 
appear, the tone continues firm, and orders 
Billets remain at the top point 
for prompt delivery, but reasonable terms 
are available on forward contracts. 


Structural Stee] Mills Busy. 


“In structural shapes and railway equip- 
ment there is all the business in sight that 
makers desire, and no effort is made to se- 
cure additional orders. Less urgency is 
recorded in pig iron markets, but buyers do 
not find térms more satisfactory, and, in 
fact, forge’ and foundry iron is rather more 
firmly held. Although the total number of 
furnaces in blast on May 1 was forty smaller 
than on Feb. 1, 1900, the Iron Age estimates 
the weekly capacity at 301,125 tons, which 
exceeds all previous high water marks.

It appears that, 
ing to the terms of King Leopold’s marriage 
contract, all property acquired by him since 
his belongs as much to the Queen as 
to him, while their children have an interest 


since his marriage without previously obtain- 
ing the full sanction, not only of his wife, 
Queen Henrietta, from whom he is virtually 
separated, and with whom he is at daggers 
drawn, but likewise of his three daughters, 
with one of whom—namely: ex-Crown Prin- 
cess Stephanie, he is not on speaking terms, 
while another—namely: Princess Louise of 
Coburg, is, like her aunt, judicially declared 
insane, and, as such, under restraint, unable, 
therefore, to give a consent of any legal 
value, no matter whether she is willing to do 
so or not. 

Under the circumstances the gift of King 
Leopold has been canceled, and the royal 
house will remain in possession of all its real 
estate in Belgium, while the Belgian nation 
has once more discovered, to its cost, that 
all the gifts and donations of its monarch 
have a long string attached to them. 


The King has offered the sum of $800,000 
for the Evans mansion on the Avenue du 
Bois de Boulogne at Paris, and, although 
the house and grounds are worth, according 

to present market value, nearly twice as 
much, he declines to raise his offer, feeling 
sure that sooner or later it will be accepted 
by the estate of the famous American den- 
tist, to which the mansion in question ts 
much of a white elephant, the rates and taxes 
upon the property being extremely heavy. 

The King has, during the last year, taken 
to spending so much of his time in Paris as 
to confirm the widespread impression that 
he is on the eve of abdicating and of estab- 


ishing his permanent residence on the banks 


of the Seine. He is up to his neck in all sorts 
of more or less profitable business enter- 
prices, which he finds infinitely more inter- 
esting, absorbing, and to his taste than what 
he describes as his singularly ungrateful 
duties as the sovereign of Belgium. 

And, then, Paris is far more convenient for 
the transaction of financial business than 
Brussels. In the French capital he can spend 
his entire day in receiving fi ers, pro- 
moters, and brokers of every description in 
his capacity as a business-man. But when in 
Brussels he is hedged in by the etiquetté and 
the inevitable dignity of his kingly rank, and 
cannot afford to open up a business office 
in the business portion of the city for the 
transaction of his financial and commercial 
undertakings, nor can he transform his 
ante-chambers at the royal palace into the 
counterpart of a Wall street man’s up-town 
parlors. Moreover, at Paris he can receive 
whom he pleases in his private capacity, no 
matter how shady or questionable the repute 
of the visitor, whereas at Brussels he cannot 
accord an audience to any one without en- 
dowing the individual in question with a 
certain amount of distinction and prestige, 
and without assuming in the eyes of his peo- 
ple the responsibility of having accorded 
recognition to 
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Then, too—and here I touch on more delicate 
ground—King Leopold can, at the end of a 
day of gxhausting labor in connection with 
his varied business enterprises, seek those 
forms of relaxation and entertainment which 
are most to his taste when he is at Paris, and 
can likewise indulge in any kind of compan- 
fonship that he sees fit without feeling that 
he is offending the sensibilities and principles 
of his subjects. In his own dominions he is 
always more or less in the full glare of that 
light of publicity that beats about a throne, 
no matter how much pains may be taken to 
surround it with privacy. Every action, nay, 
almost every word becomes speedily known 
and the subject of comment and of criticism. 
In Paris it is altogether different. The peo-

ple there affect to close their eyes to all the 


indiscretions of ce bon Leopold (that 
good fellow Leopold), as he is called, and, far 
from blaming him, as do his subjects, treat 
his suppers with actresses and his trips into 
the country in the company of the favorites 
of the hour with the most good-humored in- 
dulgence. Indeed, so kindly is the feeling of 
the public, as well as of the authorities at 


. Paris, to him in these matters, that when- 


ever any of his friends show a disposition 
to render themselves obnoxious to him in any 
way they are invited by the Prefect of Police, 
or by one of the high officials of the Ministry 
of the Interior, to take a trip into the prov- 
inces, or else to travel abroad for a time 
under penalty of receiving the attention of 
the police in such a manner as to render 
continued residence on the banks of the 
Seine impossible. 
How eager King Leopold is in the pursuit 
ot his business enterprises may be gathered. 
from his mode of life when in the French 
capital. No matter at what time he retires 
to rest, he is up betimes in the morning, and 
by 10 o'clock has accomplished an immense 
amount of business, dictating to stenogra- 
phers, reading letters and dispatches, and 
seeing people. Shortly after 10 his motor 
car is at the door, and he will generaly dash 
off to his agent de change (broker) or to 
his banker in order to find out the condition 
of the market and to give his orders with 
regard to the purchase and sale of stocks. 
He will then lunch at one of the boulevard 
restaurants, or at Voisin’s, generally with 
some financial and business associates, and 
afterwards return to his hotel, where he will 
receive a number of visits, usually of a busi- 
ness character, until the time comes for his 
drive in the Bois. He does not go at all into 
society, and midnight usually finds him at 
some supper party in the restaurants de nuit. 
Altogether this white-bearded, immensely 
tall, and lame old King of 66 is the most ex- 
traordinary mixture of monarch and man 
on the street that it is possible to conceive— 
a typical twentieth century sovereign.

Proper and timely watering is the secret of growing house plants. .They should 
never be watered except they are dry.

Monthly roses, Lady Washington, 
geranium, fuchsias, calla lilies, lemon verbena, dwarf justicia, Japan maples, helio- 
trope, Chinese primroses, lantana, ladies’ satchel, and a number of begonias (com- 
monly called wax flower). Cactus plants, as a rule, are well adapted for windows, but 
Most all bulbous plants can be grown here. Vines are 
also pretty for the window garden, either trained all around the window or planted 
in hanging baskets. In the first instance use English ivy, German ivy, or passion 
vine. For the hanging basket we have Wandering Jew, ivy-leafed geranium,weep- 
ing lantana, weeping flowering maple, sweet alyssum, weeping fuchia, 
oxalis, musk plant, lobelia, and Kenilworth ivy. |

Considering the shady window, our selection is somewhat smaller, and, as a rule, 
flowering or other plants grown for their flowers’ sake are out of the question.

Calla lilies will do well for awhile, but should 
have sun when they commence to flower. The pretty umbrella plants and the broad- 
leaved aspedistra belong here. Wandering Jew, musk plant, and variegated 
cum grass will thrive in the hanging basket.

Herman Vezin, an American 
actor who has lived a large part of his life 
in England, was the leading actor of the com- 
pany; and I may call him my instructor in 
acting. He was a kind teacher. In eightecn 
months I played sixty roles in a repertory of 
twenty plays.

I had left the 
Shakspearean company and was playing with 
a star at a London suburban theater. She 
dismissed a friend of mine for what I thought 
was an insufficient cause and I stopped speak-

career closed, but the next day I felt better. 
Comyns Carr telegraphed to ask me if I 
wished to play the part of Rosalind in Sow- 
ing the Wind.“ I accepted thankfully enough 
and went on tour in the play. I was playing 
at the Islington Theater, London, in “ The 
Late Mr. Costello,“ when Mr. Daniel Froh- 
man first saw me. He d me for the 
New York production of the piece, but it was 
in The Courtship of Leonle that I made 
my first appearance before a New York 
audience as a member of the Lyceum stock 
company“. 

The play was a failure, but the actress was 
not. As Daphne in The First Gentleman of 
Europe she incr her vogue, but neither 
that play, nor The Mayflower,’ its suc- 
cessor, had long life. “ The Princess and the 
Butterfly,””’ however, made her known out- 
side of New Yorkas well as in it. In sequence 
she played Rose Trelawny in “ Trelawny 
of the Wells,”’ Mrs. Ingerfield in John In- 
gerfleld,“ and Jane in the New York presenta- 
tion of The Maneuvers of Jane.“ She had 
left Mr. Frohman’s company to become a 
star in “ Janice Meredith” before Chicago 
saw The Maneuvers of Jane last fall. 

The actress did not take the name Mary 
Mannering until she came to this country 
four years ago. On the English stage she 
was known as Florence Friend. In private 
life, as everybody knows, she is Mrs. James 
K. Hackett.

Cissie Loftus was placed on “ the supper 
bill“ at Keith's Theater, Boston, last week, 
as the penalty of insubordination. She 
brought to the theater a sketch, Undine,“ 
by Grant Stewart, and it did not appeal 
either to Manager Keith or his audience.

The other Empire 
company pieces have not offered her equal 
opportunities, but all her performances 
have been of pronounced merit. For a fare- 
well role she is playing Countess Zicka in the 
revival of Diplomacy.“ Her performance 
was one of the few to be praised. 

Considering that William Faversham’s 
portrayal of Julian Beauclerc did not receive 
the same favorable consideration, she ought 
to be in a contented spirit. There is a story

Miss Millward's reputation is that of a 
good-natured, self-restrained woman, and 
her friends, in speaking of the incident, inti- 
mate that much overbearance must have 
preceded her retaliation.
